SIR JOSIAH STAMP’S REVIEW 


The Thirteenth Annual General Meeting of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company was held, on 
February 28, at Friends House, Euston Road, London, N.W., 
Sir Josiah Charles Stamp, G.C.B., G.B.E., Chairman of the 
Company, presiding. 

The Chairman: I will now ask the Secretary to read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

The Secretary (Mr. Owen Glynne Roberts) read the notice. 


The Chairman, in the course of his speech, said : Ladies and 
Gentlemen,—Before discussing the Company’s business, I must 
refer briefly to the passing of Our Gracious King George, not 
because I can add materially to the innumerable national 
tributes to his memory, but more especially from the par- 
ticular point of view of our Company. Mainly by his frequent 
journeys to the north, he became acquainted with a number 
of our staff, and his personal solicitude for them as well as 
his general interest in the welfare of our line made him much 
more than our most distinguished traveller, and we think of 
him as a Royal friend who will be sorely missed by many. 


To Our Gracious King Edward VIII we express the same 
respectful homage and service as we gave to his illustrious 
father. 

You will have seen from the Report, which has been in your 
hands for some days, and which I presume you will take as 
read, that on December 9 last the Company suffered a great 
loss by the untimely death of Sir John Field Beale. Sir John 
was appointed Solicitor to the Midland Railway 35 years ago, 
became a Director of that Company in 1919 and had been a 
Director of this Company since its incorporation. He had a 
wide business experience, an unerring instinct for essentials, 
and a rare gift of concise exposition. His wise counsels were 
always at the service of the Company, and he will be greatly 
missed. 


RESULTS OF THE YEAR 


For the third year in succession we have shown an improve- 
ment in net revenue, and there are hopeful signs that our 
period of depression, which reached its worst point in 1931-1932, 
is steadily passing. 

The chief factor in our prosperity must always be the level 
of railway traffic, and each section of the traffic receipts 
further improved in 1935 and resulted in a total increase of 
£1,084,000, of which passengers contributed £426,000 and 
merchandise of all descriptions £658,000. 


LOCAL RATES 


In each annual report from 1931 onwards we referred to the 
fact that the charge to expenditure for rates was based on 
the valuations at March 31, 1931, which were in force pending 
the determination of new valuations under the Railways 
(Valuation for Rating) Act, 1930, and I more than once 
indicated that we had every reason to expect substantial 
reductions in the final settlement. 


A little confusion as to the present situation has arisen in 
many minds because it has not been fully realised that the 
legislature has made two quite distinct changes, one dealing 
with the basis upon which rates are paid and the other with 
the direction to which the rates payable on that new basis are 
applied. The object of the first was to bring to an end the 
chaotic and piecemeal method of arriving at the valuation of 
railways in every little area through which the railway runs 
and to substitute an assessment of the valuation of the rail- 
way as a whole, afterwards to be apportioned among the various 
local authorities—a reform recommended by a Royal Com- 
mission as long ago as 1867. The Rating Authorities sought 
to interpret the new Act so as to revise to our disadvantage 
the fundamental principles upon which rating has hitherto 
proceeded. 


Last year I told you that the Railway Assessment Authority 
so far from reducing our valuation had made provisional 
valuations of the property of the Company (with certain ex- 
ceptions) in England and Wales totalling £5 millions, as 
compared with a figure of about £3,700,000 at March 31, 1931. 
We challenged this amount and claimed that on a true basis 
the total should be £750,000. The matter has not yet been 
brought to a hearing because in the meantime the valuation 
of the Southern Railway, after confirmation by the Assessment 
Authority, was the subject of an appeal by that company and 
a cross-appeal by local authorities to the Court of the Railway 





and Canal Commission. This valuation was fought as a test 
case for all the railways to settle the principles to be adopted 
and was decided on the main question of principle in favour 
of the railway company, and on appeal to the House of Lords 
that judgment was affirmed last month. This result appears to 
justify the opinion of your board expressed in February, 1932 
that substantial reductions should be secured in the Com. 
pany’s liability for rates from April 1, 1931. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


Those of you who attended the British Railway Stockholders’ 
Union luncheon in November, or who read the December issue 
of the Hailowner, will know that on that occasion I dealt at 
some length with what was then a project for a loan guaranteed 
by the Government to enable certain developments to be under. 
taken which would otherwise not have been entered upon at the 
particular time. I also outlined what were the principles under- 
lying such expenditure from our point of view. 

The total cost of the execution of the works proposed to be 
undertaken by the four companies is £26,500,000, and £9,000,000 
of this sum is to be borrowed by the L.M.S. Company from 
the Finance Corporation formed under the provisions of the Act, 
and these works have to be completed by January 1, 1941, or 
en such further period as the Minister of Transport may 
allow. 


So much publicity has already been given to the works to be 
undertaken that it is perhaps unnecessary to detail them here, 
but for the benefit of those who would like to have the par- 
ticulars afresh, our works are as follows :— 

_ 1. Electrification of portions of the Company’s railway 
in the Wirral Peninsula and the establishment of through 
passenger train working over that railway and the Mersey 
Railway between Liverpool and New Brighton and Liver- 
pool and West Kirby (including the provision of rolling 
stock and other equipment). 
_ 2. Conversion of Stonebridge Park (Wembley) Power 
Station to 50 cycles frequency and alterations of sub-stations 
and other works and equipment. 
3. Construction of 369 new steam locomotives. 
4. Construction of 270 new carriages. 
Reconstruction and replanning of the Euston terminus. 
Installation of colour light signalling between Euston 
and Willesden Junction, and at Birmingham, Crewe, 
Preston, Rugby, Stafford, Warrington and Wigan, provision 
of intermediate block sections at three points between Crewe 
and Euston, extension of track circuiting and_ other 
signalling works. 

7. Improvement of accommodation at various passenger 

and goods stations.

_ There is much I could say and have, in fact, said regarding 
justification for the expenditure involved so far as the L.M.S. 
Company is concerned, and with the limited time at my disposal 
to-day I will confine myself to saying that the cardinal principle 
in undertaking any new work is the maintenance and _ increase 
of net revenue. Every such scheme is judged by that test, and 
the advantage to us of the new loan is that it brings inside that 
test works which would not otherwise have been justifiable at 
this time. As you know, the money has now been raised by 
a 24 per cent. loan at 97 for a period of 16 years. Repayment 
will present no particular problem, because the normal renewal 
allowances on much of the expenditure will automatically provide 
part of the capital in that time, and it is our intention to make 
annual arrangements during the period which will complete 
provision for repayment at maturity. 


THE COAL INDUSTRY 


Happily, the threatened coal strike was averted, and this is 
no place for me to dwell upon the disastrous effects which must 
have accompanied a cessation of work in the mines. 


There is, of course, a very essential difference in the 
position of the railway companies and the public utility com- 
panies and other industries which are large consumers of coal, 
apart altogether from a comparison of available net revenues. 
In the electric power industry, for instance, the coal clause 
which forms a feature of nearly all contracts under which 
power is supplied to consumers, provides an automatic method 
of passing on to the consumer increased expenses incurred by 
a voluntary increase in the price of coal. In the gas industry 
the price can be raised by undertakings under their Statutory

Enactments, so that the additional cost can be transferred to 
their customers. ‘ ; 

Similar considerations apply to other industries, but the 
railway companies are in no such position. They have no auto- 
matic method of increasing their charges in ratio to an increase 
in their costs, or of ensuring that a particular burden can be 
specifically covered. They are not sheltered by protection of 
ay kind and they have a keen competitor in the road transport 
industry which is little affected by the change. It follows that, 
even if the railway companies had a ready means of increasing 
their charges, such an increase would, over a large section of 
industry, fail to bring in an increased revenue and might well 
result in a reduced revenue. ‘To be effective, an increase in 
nilway charges would probably have to be limited to the rates 
charged for the conveyance of coal and other heavy industrial 
traffic. 


RESEARCH 


In the early years of a new venture such as our scientific 
research organisation it was natural for me to make special 
mention of individual results achieved, so that you should 
realise in some measure the type of work on which our research 
department was engaged. On this occasion, however, I propose 
to refer only to the completion last December of our new 
research laboratory at Derby. For some years the need for 
improved accommodation and facilities had been growing, but 
we refrained from spending money on new premises until we 
felt confident that the research department could fulfil a 
permanent function in our organisation. Within the space of 
five years an organisation has been built up that has now won 
the confidence of the other departments to an extent that is 
resulting in an almost embarrassing volume of requests both 
for research work proper and for day-to-day scientific advice and 
assistance. We had little hesitation then in proceeding with a 
new laboratory, which was formally opened in December by 
lord Rutherford in the presence of a distinguished gathering of 
scientists and industrialists. 


RAILWAY AIR SERVICES 


I told you last year that the railway companies had associated 
themselves with Imperial Airways in a new company, Railway 
Air Services, Limited, to provide such air services as are re- 
quired by the railway companies. 

In 1935 we continued to operate a service between London, 
Belfast and Glasgow throughout the year, and the regularity 
of this service was 91-7 per cent. In addition, a new service, 
sponsored by the Isle of Man Steam Packet Company and our- 
selves, was operated between Manchester, Liverpool, Blackpool 
and the Isle of Man. In all, about 360,000 aeroplane miles were 
flown on behalf of the L.M.S. during the year. 

Internal air services are still in an experimental stage in this 
country. For many journeys the saving of time is not great 
enough to justify the additional cost, but when a sea journey 
is involved, as in the case of our services, the advantages are 
much greater. 

Our policy is to continue these services with a view to 
determining the commercial possibilites of internal air routes 
and to gaining experience as to the place which air services 
ate likely to occupy in the future in a co-ordinated system of 
land, water and air travel, which the railways are in a position 
to offer to the public. 


WAGES NEGOTIATIONS 


As I informed you last year, part of the percentage deduc- 
tion from earnings of railwaymen which had been made since 
March, 1931, was discontinued, leaving the position then that 
there remained a general deduction of 24 per cent. from the 
earnings of staff in all ranks. The discontinuation of this 
part of the deduction cost £442,000 in 1935. 

During the past year the Trade Unions have made application 
for the cessation of the remaining 24 per cent. deduction, and 
also for the restoration of the enhanced rates of payment for 
Sunday duty, overtime and night work which were in existence 
prior to March, 1931, when the basis of such payment was 
reduced, 

This has been discussed by representatives of the Companies 
and the Trade Unions, who have asked for a further meeting 
with our representatives at an early date. The attitude to be 
adopted towards the application is under the careful considera- 
tion of your Board. 


THE OUTLOOK 


_The prospects of maintaining and even improving British 
industry are good for the near future, and so long as building 
activity continues, despite the continued heavy weight of un- 
employment and the low level of foreign trade. The prospects 
of railway traffics should be reflected in this too, although such 
Teorganisations of industry as the Milk Marketing Scheme 
nearly all reduce the demands upon transport, and the reduced 
‘al exports are an important factor. 

: Barring, then, any untoward circumstances which would 
lnterfere with the continuation of the steady improvements 
we have been showing in recent years, these should combine 
‘© a fruition which will justify at length the natural hopes 
of our ordinary stockholders.

BOVRIL LIMITED 
INCREASED HOME AND EXPORT SALES 


LORD LUKE’S REVIEW 


Presiding at the Thirty-ninth Annual General Meeting of 
Bovril Ltd., held in London, the Lord Luke, K.B.E. (Chair- 
man), said the balance of Profit and Loss stood at £270,455, as 
against £235,818 in 1934, out of which had been paid the 
interim dividends on the Pre-Preference, Preference and 
Ordinary Shares. 

In the Profit and Loss Account they would see that the Gross 
Profit on Trading, after deducting Advertisements, amounted 
to £353,024, as against £316,910 in 1934. 

He thought the shareholders would agree that the Accounts 
showed a great improvement as compared with those of the last 
few years, and, as mentioned in the Report, the sales of Bovril, 
both at home and abroad, showed an increase over those of 
1934—the export trade showing satisfactory improvement in 
spite of the many difficulties imposed by tariffs, and especially 
exchange. 


SIR JAMES CRICHTON-BROWNE ON NUTRITION 


Sir James Crichton-Browne, in thanking the shareholders for 
re-electing him as a Director of Bovril, said discussions that 
had taken place in this country had revealed a vast amount 
of malnutrition in our people not confined to the poorest classes, 
due to deficiencies in the quantity and quality of food leading 
on to widespread ill-health and disease. These discussions 
had especially emphasised the importance of a better supply of 
certain foods, foremost amongst these being milk, which was 
so essential to growth and development. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF MILK 


There was no doubt a realisation of the beneficial effects of 
the milk ration to school-children—which it was to be hoped 
would be increased and made universal one of these days—and 
there was already abroad an appreciation, which would extend, 
of the enhanced nutritive value of milk to whieh some of those 
higher proteins and meat extractives that were contained in 
Bovril had been added. Milk was good and Bovril was good, 
and together they were admirable as ministers of health, and 
protections against the inroads of disease, at all stages of life 
after babyhood, but especially during childhood, adolescence 
and in declining years, and in states of fatigue and con- 
valescence. It was only recently that the value of this 
combination im these conditions and as as efficient night-cap 
had come into vogue, but it was really, with the initiated, an 
old story. 

The report and accounts were adopted.

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British Coal Mining Industry in 1935 (Page 327) 

Output of saleable coal last year is estimated to 
have totalled 223 million tons or over 2 million tons 
more than in 1934 and nearly 16 million tons more 
than in 1933. Shipments of coal abroad amounted to 
554 million tons, as compared with 57 million tons 
and 56% million tons respectively. Themostimportant 
feature was the recovery of the Irish Free State coal 
market. Output in the fourth quarter of 1935, at 
592 million tons, showed an increase of 7} million 
tons on the previous quarter and over 2 million tons 
as compared with the last quarter of 1934. Ship- 
ments abroad fell slightly, however, to 14 million 
tons. The quantity available for home consumption, 
at 45 million tons, was equal to the best quarter 
since the War. Wage-earners were fewer by 17,000 
than a year previous, but employment was more 
regular and showed a 2} per cent. increase. A credit 
balance of about 1s. 2d. per ton is indicated for the 
past quarter, production costs having declined by 
64d. and proceeds being 93d. more per ton than in 
the third quarter. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel in 1935 (Page 332) 


Germany was the only country among those 
specified to show an appreciable increase (7-4 per 
cent.) in coal output last year as compared with 
1934. The United Kingdom, Belgium and the 
United States recorded slight increases, but the Saar 
showed a decrease of 6-2 per cent. and France and 
Poland some decline. Production of pig iron in the 
United States rose by 32-0 per cent. and in Germany 
(including the Saar) by 21°5 per cent. United King- 
dom and Belgian outputs were larger by 7°7 and 5:3 
per cent. respectively, but France recorded a 
decrease of 5-8 per cent. and Luxemburg one of 43 
per cent. All the countries, except Luxemburg, 
produced more crude steel. In the United States 
the increase was 31 per cent., in Germany 19 per 
cent. and in the United Kingdom, where a record 
was established, 11 per cent. 


Foreign Exchanges in February (Page 335) 

London rates on all the European centres tabu- 
lated moved within comparatively narrow limits 
throughout the month. On balance sterling depre- 
ciated in terms of these currencies, except Scandina- 
vian, which remained unchanged, and lire, which 
lost a further 2 per cent., by amounts varying from 
0-2 per cent. for French francs to 0-6 per cent. for 
Swiss frances. The pound also gave way to the United 
States dollar by 0-3 per cent. and to the Canadian 
dollar by 0°2 per cent. It improved by 08 per cent. 
on the Japanese yen. The-official selling rate for the 
Argentine peso made its first movement since last 
September. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 336) 


The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade that arrived with cargo in January, 1936, was 
10-2 per cent. more than in January, 1935; that of 
vessels arriving in ballast was 1°1 per cent. less. 
Departures with cargo showed a decrease of 0-6 per 
cent.; those in ballast an increase of 13-2 per cent. 
Coasting trade arrivals and departures with cargo 
were respectively 5°2 and 4:3 per cent. greater, while 
arrivals and departures in ballast rose by 7-7 and 8:0 
per cent. 


Passenger Movement by Sea in 1935 (Page 340) 


Passengers who travelled directly between the 
United Kingdom and places outside Europe rose to 
497,373 last year from 489,658 in 1984. There was, 
however, a decrease in pleasure cruising passengers 
to about 72,000 from 89,000. The outward passen- 
ger movement was about 4,600 greater and the 





inward movement about 8,100 larger than in 1984, 
The net inward movement of British passengers 
showed a small decrease to 11,101 from 12,578, but 
omitting pleasure cruise passengers it was 10,439 in 
1935 as against 13,227 in 1934. Emigration of 
British subjects from the United Kingdom totalled 
29,781 as compared with 29,230 in the previous year, 
while British immigrants into the United Kingdom 
numbered 46,244 as against 49,843.

New Capital Issues (Page 352) 


In the first two months of the year new issues of 
capital in the United Kingdom totalled nearly £533 
million as compared with less than £29} million in 
the corresponding period of last year and under £18 
million and £15} million respectively in the first. two 
months of 1934 and 1933. 


British Railway Traffics (Page 353) 


Ministry of Transport figures for November last 
show an increase of 4-6 per cent. in passengers carried 
and of 2-7 per cent. in goods tonnage conveyed as 
compared with November, 1934, while receipts from 
these two services were higher by 3-7 and 3-9 per 
cent., respectively. 


German Treaty with Roumania (Page 358)

BRITISH COAL MINING INDUSTRY 
DECEMBER QUARTER AND THE YEAR 1935 


The output of coal during the December quarter 
was 592 million tons, an increase of 7? million tons as 
gmpared with the previous quarter, partly owing to 
gasonal causes, and over 2 million tons when com- 
pared with the last quarter of 1934. It was higher 
than in any previous quarter since the end of 1930. 
Fear that the miners’ claim for improved working con- 
ditions would involve a suspension of work at the mines 

ly accounted for the improvement. 

Shipments abroad (including foreign bunkers and 
the coal equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel 
exported) during the past quarter amounted to only 
14 million tons, or slightly less than during the pre- 
vious quarter or the corresponding quarter a year ago. 

The quota for imports of United Kingdom coal into 
Belgium remained unchanged, but shipments to that 
country have further declined in consequence of the 
situation created by the devaluation of Belgian 
currency and the continuance in force of the import 
licence tax. Exports of coal to France showed a slight 
tise as compared with the previous quarter; the 10 per 
cent. reduction in the normal quota and supplemen- 
tary allocations were restored on December 1. Exports 
of coal to Germany, which had reached the exceptional 
level of 717,207 tons in the third quarter, declined 
slightly to 707,004 tons in the fourth quarter. Exports 
to Italy fell from 842,098 tons during the previous 
quarter to 160,397 tons, mainly as a result of the 
fnancial situation. Shipments to Spain amounted to 
27,084 tons, as compared with 234,492 tons in the 
previous quarter and 501,053 tons in the corresponding 
quarter of 1934 (when production in the Spanish coal- 
fields was interrupted). 

The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain during the past quarter was 45 million 
tons and was equal to the best quarter since the War. 

Little improvement was shown during the quarter 
in the number of wage-earners on colliery books as 
compared with the previous quarter, and, on the 
average, there were 17,000 fewer than a year ago. On 
the other hand, employment was more regular. Taking 
into account the numbers employed and time worked, 
the volume of employment increased by 18 per cent. 
a compared with the September quarter of 1935 and 
24 per cent. as compared with the last quarter of 1934. 

Market quotations for coal generally tended to rise 
during the quarter. The average declared value of coal 
and anthracite exported during the quarter was again 
higher than in the previous quarter and the last 
quarter of 1984. Making allowance for changes in the 
various kinds exported, the average price of anthracite 
exported was nearly 6d. per ton higher than it was a 
year ago and that of other kinds of coal about 24d. per 
ton higher. 


Output 


The quantity of saleable coal raised during the 
quarter was 59-8 million tons, as compared with 52:1 
niillion tons in the September quarter and 57-7 million 
tons in the December quarter of 1934. 

Output was higher in all districts as compared with 
the previous quarter, the principal increases occurring 
m Lancashire, Cheshire and North Wales (25 per 
cent.), Derby, Nottingham and Leicester (22 per cent.), 
Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick (20 per cent.), 
Yorkshire (174 per cent.), Scotland (152 per cent.), and 
i Durham (10 per cent.). 

As compared with a year ago the increase amounted 
to 3 per cent. in South Wales and Monmouth, 4 to 5 
Per cent. in Yorkshire and Northumberland, 64 per 
tent. in Derby, Nottingham and Leicester, and 8 per 
cent. in Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick and 
it Lancashire, Cheshire and North Wales. In the 
femaining districts output was slightly lower.

NumsBers EMPLOYED 


The number of wage-earners on colliery books during 
the past quarter averaged 750,700, and, apart from the 
previous quarter when the number was 749,800, is the 
lowest recorded in any quarter since the War. Up to 
the beginning of November, when there were 747,500 
wage-earners on the colliery books, the weekly numbers 
showed no change from the low seasonal level reached 


‘during August and September; but by the end of 


December the number had risen to 756,000. 


As compared with the last quarter of 1934, when the 
number of wage-earners on colliery books averaged 
767,700, small increases were recorded during the 
quarter in Northumberland and Scotland. In all other 
districts the numbers declined, the districts chiefly 
affected including Derby, Nottingham and Leicester 
(2,500 less), Yorkshire (2,700), Durham (3,800), and 
South Wales and Monmouth (6,500 less).

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Days WorKED AND Lost 


The increased demand for coal led to a substantial 
improvement in working-time at the mines during the 
December quarter which was 65} days, on the average, 
and higher than in any previous December quarter 
since the year 1924. The improvement as compared 
with the September quarter of 1935, and the December 
quarter of 1934, was respectively nearly 74 days and 
8 days. 

Little more than 6 days were lost through want of 
trade during the quarter, as compared with 11} days 
on the average in the same quarters of 1930-34. In 
Yorkshire, Lancashire and the Midland Counties the 
time so lost still averaged 114 days; but in the remain- 
ing districts, where the loss was only 14 days, there 
was practically full-time working.

As compared with the quarter ended December, 
1934, shipments to France, Belgium and Italy were 
1,235,000 tons lower (chiefly due to the cessation of 
supplies to Italy), and those to Spain and Portugal 
were 214,000 tons lower (due to diminished supplies 
to Spain). Elsewhere, shipments to Europe and the 
Mediterranean countries were higher, those to Egypt, 
Algeria and other countries increasing by 362,000 tons 
and to the Irish Free State by 393,000 tons. On the 
whole, there was little change in the shipments to 
destinations outside Europe and the Mediterranean 
countries. 


(b) Ports of Shipment.—The tonnage of coal shipped 
fom each exporting district is as shown in the table 
at the foot of this page. 


The reduction in coal shipments during the past 
quarter as compared with the previous quarter chiefly 
affected the Scottish Ports (824,000 tons) and the 
North-East Coast Ports (286,000 tons). Shipments 
from the Bristol Channel Ports were slightly higher. 


As compared with the last quarter of 1934 shipments 
at the North-West Coast ports were higher and reflect 
the improvement in trade with the Irish Free State. 
Elsewhere, shipments’ were lower, chiefly at the North- 
East Coast Ports (332,000 tons), Scottish (155,000 
tons) and the Bristol Channel Ports (123,000 tons). 


CoaL SHippep CoASTWISE 


Shipments of coal coastwise (including coal supplied 
as bunkers to vessels engaged in the coastwise trade) 
amounted to 64 million tons. This was 1} million tons 
greater than in the previous quarter, and nearly 
¢ million tons greater than in the corresponding 
quarter a year ago. 


From the comparison which follows, it will be seen 
that, as in previous quarters, about three-fifths of the 
cargo shipments were from North-East Coast Ports, 
and « similar proportion of all cargo shipments was 
sent to Thames Ports.

In the year 1913, corresponding shipments (cargo 
and bunkers) approximated to 5 million tons per 
quarter, nearly one-half of which was shipped to 
Thames Ports. 


CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HomE 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain during the past quarter was 45 million 
tons and was equal to the best quarter since the war. 
This was nearly 8 million tons more than in the pre- 
vious quarter, and 34 million tons more than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1934. 


These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
less the tonnage shipped abroad and to Northern 
Ireland, but make no allowance for changes in the 

’ stocks of coal held by producers and consumers. 


SELLING PRICES 


During December a general movement was initiated 
by the industry for securing a voluntary increase in 
the price of coal sold on current contracts for inland 
consumption for the specific purpose of meeting in- 
creases in miners’ wages. In the majority of cases, 
the increases so obtained did not operate until January 
1, 1936. At the same time, the pit prices of many 
qualities of coal were raised. For example, the market

The average declared value of coal and anthracite 
exported during the past quarter was 16s. 74d. per ton 
f.o.b., which compares with 16s. 44d. per ton during 
the previous quarter, and 16s. 44d. per ton during the 
fourth quarter of 1934. These changes closely corres- 
pond with the changes in prices when allowance is 
made for variations in the kinds of coal and anthracite 
separately classified in the official Trade Accounts.

WAGES 


In the majority of districts, the trading results dur- 
ing the period governing wages in the December quarter 
were better than, or about the same as, those for the 
previous quarter. In some districts the improvement 
was appreciable, e.g. Yorkshire, Nottingham and 
Scotland. In Durham, Lancashire and Cheshire, 
North Staffordshire, South Staffordshire and Forest of 
Dean the position was worse. 

As compared with a year ago, the trading results were 
worse in Durham, Cumberland, Leicester, Warwick 
and South Staffordshire. 

In Warwick, the ascertainments governing wages in 
November and December gave percentages above the 
minimum for the district (43), and resulted in the pay- 
ment of a percentage of 44 in November and 46 in 
December. In no other district did the ascertainments 
yield percentages above the minima fixed by the 
various district agreements. 

The average cash earnings per shift of all classes 
throughout the coalfields are estimated to have been 
Qs. 4d. 


AccIDENTS IN MINES 


There were 229 persons killed and 893 persons seri- 
ously injured* by accidents in and about mines under 
the Coal Mines Act, 1911, during the quarter.

Complete particulars of the costs of production and 
proceeds from the sale of coal during the fourth quarter 
of 1935 are not yet available, but such figures as have 
been received indicate that there was a credit balance 
of 1s. 2d. per ton, the cost of production having de- 
clined by 64d. per ton, while the proceeds were 9}d. 
per ton more than in the third quarter of 1935. 


SUMMARY FOR THE YEAR 1935 


The output of saleable coal is estimated to have 
amounted to 223 million tons. This was over 2 million 
tons more than in 1934 and nearly 16 million tons more 
than in 1933.

The output of coal in 1935 in Northumberland and 
in the Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick group 
of districts approximated, more or less closely, to the 
output level in 1913 and to the highest post-war levels. 
The most notable changes between 1934 and 1935 
occurred in the Yorkshire, Northumberland, Other 
English Districts, and the Stafford, Salop, Worcester 
and Warwick group of districts, where the increase 
ranged from 2-4 per cent. at the first-named to 3-9 per 
cent, at the last-named. 


Shipments of coal abroad, whether as cargo or 
bunkers and including exports of coke and manufac- 
tured fuel in terms of coal, amounted to 554 million 
tons, as compared with 57 million tons in 1934, and 
56% million tons in 1933. Exports of coke and manu- 
factured fuel, equivalent to approximately 4 million 
tons of coal, have shown little change since 1933; while 
coal shipments amounting to 51} million tons in 1935 
were about 2 million tons less than in 1934, and 1} 
million tons less than in 1933. Of these, Foreign 
bunker coal shipments have declined from 13} million 
fs in 1933 to 124 million tons in 1935. 


In the aggregate, exports of coal only to Europe and 
Mediterranean Countries in 1933-35 varied from 333 to 
32} million tons, and to all other countries amounted 
to about 6 million tons each year. In the case of the 
former group of markets, though the tonnage exported 
showed little change in the aggregate, shipments to 
France, Belgium and Italy in 1935 were about 4 million 
and 24 million tons less than in 1933 and 1934 respec- 
tively. Comparing 1935 with 1933, the reduction in 
shipments to these countries was almost off-set by 
increased shipments to other destinations and chiefly 
to Scandinavia (over 1 million tons), the Irish Free 
State (over 3 million tons) and to the Baltic States; 
Germany and Holland; and to Egypt, Algeria and 
other countries (from 405,000 to 477,000 tons each). 
As compared with 1934, shipments in 1935 to Germany 
and Holland and to Egypt, Algeria, etc., increased by 
? million tons (each) and those to the Irish Free State 
by 1 million tons, resulting in a net reduction of less 


than 1 million tons to Europe and Mediterranean 
Countries, 





Proceeds from the sale of coal disposed of commer- 
cially during 1935 were about 18s. 6d. per ton at the 
pit, or 13d. more than during 1934. The average de- 
lared value of all coal exported in 1935 was nearly 
és. 4d., or 8d. more than in 1984. 


As between 1933 and 1984 the average weekly num- 
t of wage-earners on Colliery Books showed only a 
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slight increase, although there was an increase of over 
134 million tons in the coal output, while in 1935 a 
further slight increase in output was accompanied by 
a fall of 15,700 in the average number of wage-earners 
as compared with 1934, the number at the latter date 
being 758,600, the lowest since the War. On the other 
hand, the regularity of work has greatly increased, the 
average number of days on which coal was wound hav- 
ing risen from. 230} days in 1933 to 2464 in 1935. 
Taking into account the numbers employed and time 
worked, the volume of employment in 1935 was 5-1 per 
cent, greater than in 1933, and compares with an 
increase of 7:6 per cent. in output. 


The most important feature of the export trade in 
1935 was the recovery of the Irish Free State coal 
market. As a result of an understanding by which 
cattle from the Irish Free State and coal from the 
United Kingdom were exchanged on a pound for pound 
basis, this country enjoyed a virtual monopoly of the 
Free State coal market. 


During the year commercial negotiations were opened 
with Spain, but were adjourned in August without an 
agreement having been reached. 


Following on the introduction by the Italian Govern- 
ment of a system of control of imports, negotiations 
took place which resulted in the Exchange of Notes of 
March 18 and the Payments Agreement of April 27. 
Under these Agreements, the importation of goods from 
the United Kingdom was permitted up to a quota of 80 
per cent. of the value of the trade in 1934, and machin- 
ery was established for facilitating the transfer of pay- 
ments. Owing to increasing financial difficulties, 
however, exports to Italy declined severely in the late 
summer and early autumn, and ceased almost entirely 
after the introduction of Financial Sanctions on Novem- 
ber 18 by the Treaty of Peace (Covenant of the League 
of Nations) Order of October 25. 


As from August 1 the importation of coal, coke 
and briquettes into Italy was placed under the control 
of a State monopoly organisation set up by a Decree 
of July 28. 


An Agreement was concluded in June with Uruguay 
which provided for the conventionalisation of import 
and other duties on United Kingdom coal, coke and 
briquettes imported into Uruguay, and also that the 
United Kingdom should continue to enjoy the existing 
share of the Uruguayan market in those commodities. 


Under the Exchange of Notes of 1933 with Germany, 
licences for imports of United Kingdom coal and coke 
into the German Customs Area are issued up to a 
minimum quota of 180,000 metric tons per month, and 
this quota is increased proportionately to increases in 
the total consumption of coal and coke in Germany. 
In each month of 1935 the quota exceeded this mini- 
mum and ranged from 187,200 metric tons in June to 
248,400 metric tons in December. This is in addition 
to the requirements of Germany in the Free Harbour 
Territories and to bunker supplies at German ports for 
vessels engaged in foreign trade in which markets there 
was a falling-off in the demand for United Kingdom 
coal. Exports to Germany as a whole increased to 
8,082,836 tons as compared with 2,656,409 tons in 1934. 


The Anglo-Polish Coal Agreement, to which refer- 
ence was made in last year’s Summary, is understood 


to have operated successfully throughout 1935.

The rate of output of pig iron tended to increase 
throughout 1935 in the United States, Germany (in- 
cluding the Saar) and the United Kingdom. The ex- 
pansion in the United States was particularly marked, 
and for the last four months of the year was about 
double that recorded in the corresponding month a 
year earlier, when, however, production was exception- 
ally low.

France.—On the inland market there was no change 
in iron and steel prices throughout the year, except for 
thin sheets (1:75 to 2 mm.). As a result of the Thin 
Sheet Comptoir ceasing to act as a central selling 
agency as from May 30, the price of thin sheets fell 
immediately from 850 to 700-750 francs per ton, and 
in November there was a further reduction to 
650-700 frs. per ton. The French Steel Comptoir was 
renewed for a further period of five years from Novem- 
ber, 1935. The principal changes in the new organisa- 
tion are the inclusion of pig iron and ferro-manganese, 
so that the Comptoir now controls practically every 
branch of the iron and steel industry. The following 
table shows some inland prices (f.0.r. producers’ works) 
at the end of December, 1934, and each month of 1935.

The Continental Steel Cartel, which regulates export 
prices, made no alteration in the basis gold prices of 
semi-finished, and rolled products during the year.

United States.—Some grades of pig iron were in 
creased slightly in price in May and June, after which 
prices were unchanged generally until November, whe 
all descriptions of pig iron were increased by one dolla 
per gross ton. Among semi-finished products, forging 
billets (Pittsburgh) rose by 3 dols. per gross ton in 
August, and re-rolling billets, sheet bars and slabs, all 
at Pittsburgh, were increased in price by 2 dols, per 
gross ton in November. Prices of bars, tank plates 
and structural shapes, quoted in New York, rose in 
April by 0-02, 001 and 0-01 cents per lb., respectively, 
while cold finished bars, Pittsburgh, cheapened by 015 
cents per lb.

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENTS AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JANUARY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during January, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival, amounted to 6,632,000 tons, and was 
612,000 tons (10-2 per cent.) more than in January, 
1935. Increases were recorded for ten of the trading 
areas specified in the returns. Arrivals with cargo 
from Northern Europe (Foreign) and the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts of North America were substantially 
greater than a year ago and together accounted for 
more than one-half of the total increase. A large pro- 
portionate increase, though smaller in actual tonnage, 
was noted for ‘‘ South and Central America—Pacific 
Coast,’’ while there were no important decreases. Each 
of the principal nationalities shared in the increase, 
British tonnage being greater by 323,000 tons (8 per 
cent.), Norwegian by 75,000 tons (23 per cent.), and

Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
yessels that departed during January, 1936, from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggregated 
5,448,000 tons, or 31,000 tons (06 per cent.) less than 
in January, 1935. As in recent months there was a 
marked decrease, compared with a year earlier, in the 
tonnage departing with cargo to ‘* Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries,’’ resulting from the reduc- 
tion in exports to Italy. Smaller declines were re- 
orded for ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and 
“Burope (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Gountries,’’ while there were increases in respect of

State and Australasia. As regards the nationalities of 
the vessels, British tonnage increased by 140,000 tons

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PASSENGER MOVEMENT TO AND FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 
DETAILS FOR 1935 


The purpose of the present article is to summarise 
the information received by the Board of Trade 
relating to:— 


(1) The passenger movement between the United 
Kingdom and places outside Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea; 


(2) The passenger movement between the United 
Kingdom and the Continent of Europe (in- 
cluding the Channel Islands and places 
within the Mediterranean Sea); 


(3) The passenger moyement between the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State; and 


(4) Some aspects of the emigration movement. 


In the case of the traffic between the United King- 
dom on the one hand and the Continent of Europe or 
the Irish Free State on the other, the returns received 
by the Board of Trade show merely the numbers of 
passengers carried; but the returns relating to passen- 
gers travelling directly by sea to or from places out- 
side Europe and not within the Mediterranean Sea 
(more briefly referred to as “‘ places out of Europe ”’ 
or “‘ non-European countries ’’) contain information as 
to nationality, country of destination and embarkation, 
sex, age, occupation and other particulars. Similar 
information is not available in respect of such passen- 
gers travelling indirectly via Continental ports, as 
these are not distinguishable in the returns from other 
passengers to and from the Continent; but in the case 
of passengers to or from non-European countries who 
travel via Irish Free State ports, detailed par- 
ticulars are included in the returns received by the 
Irish Free State Government, and a summary of the 
information relating to Irish Free State ports is in- 
cluded in this article. 


In the case of migrants (i.e. passengers between the 
United Kingdom and non-European countries who are 
changing their country of permanent residence), sub- 
sequent articles in the “‘B.T.J.’’ will summarise the 
information received as to the occupations and age 
grouping of emigrants and immigrants in 1935. A 
further article will also discuss in detail the traffic 
between the Irish Free State and places out of Europe 
in 1935. 


MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AND NON-EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES 


Table I on page 346 gives particulars of the numbers 
of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
who travelled directly between the United Kingdom 
and places out of Europe during each quarter of 1934 


and 1935. It will be seen that the aggregate number 
of passengers (British and aliens) rose from 489,658 in 
1934 to 497,373 in 1935, an increase of about 14 per 
cent. This increase in the passenger movement would 
have been greater had it not been for the reduction in 
1935 in pleasure cruise traffic, the aggregate number 
carried on cruises to places outside Europe in that year 
being about 72,000, if the outward and homeward 
voyages be regarded as separate passages, as compared 
with 89,000 in the previous year. 


The outward passenger movement in 1935 was about 
4,600 greater and the inward movement about 8,100 
greater than in 1934. 


BALANCE OF PASSENGER MOVEMENT

The inward balance of British passengers into the 
British Isles from places out of Europe amounted in 
1935 to 12,481 (11,101 into the United Kingdom ani 
1,380 into the Irish Free State) and in 1934 to 13,662 
(12,573 into the United Kingdom and 1,089 into the 
Irish Free State). The net inward movement of 
British subjects in 1935 was smaller than in 1934 by 
about 1,180 and by about 17,900 as compared with 
1933. The reduction in the inward flow during the past 
two years is mainly due to the smaller balance inward 
from Empire countries overseas, the net movement in- 
ward from foreign countries showing an increase in 
1935 as compared with 1934. In 1935, for the first 
time since an inward balance was shown by the 
statistics, i.e. since 1931, the net inward movement of 
British passengers from foreign countries exceeded that 
from the British Empire. 


Alien Passengers.—The records of passengers 0 
alien nationality between the United Kingdom and non- 
European countries show an outward balance o 
3,680 in 1935, as compared with an outward balance of 
3,691 in 1934. These balances roughly represent the 
net movement of transmigrants travelling between the 
Continent and non-European countries and _ passilg 
through British ports. It should be noted that the 
figures are not strictly comparable with the statistics of 
alien passengers, which are published annually by the 
Home Office, primarily for the reason that those statis 
tics include a number of seamen under contract to joi 
ships in British waters, and such seamen are excluded 
from the totals of passengers compiled from the lists 
furnished to the Board of Trade. 

In considering the foregoing figures it should be 
noted that passengers making the double journey 
between this country and a non-European country wil 
be included only in one direction (i.e. on arrival or 0 
departure, but not both) if the journey in one directiol 
is made direct, and that in the other direction indirect, 
via the Continent, and using a cross-Channel vessel 
This would be the case, for example, with tourists 
from the United States who land in France, subse 
quently cross to the United Kingdom (being thet 
reckoned as ‘‘ Continental ’’ passengers), and finally 
return to America direct from this country. 

Net Movement.—The small decrease in the net it 
ward movement of British passengers from 12,573 
1934 to 11,101 in 1985 would have been larger had the 
total not included persons travelling on pleasure cruises. 
Omitting these passengers, there was a reduction of 
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the net inward movement from 18,227 in 1934 to 10,439 
in 1935, the increase in the outward movement (5,190) 
being double that in the inward (2,402). 

The net movement of British passengers between 
the United Kingdom and places within the British 
Empire in 1935 showed an inward balance into this 
country of 4,540, as compared with an inward balance 
of 6,810 in the previous year. The balance inward 
fom British North America decreased from 7,567 to 
5,762, but for Australia there was an increase in the 
net inward movement from 1,574 in 1984 to 1,891 in 
1935. In the case of British South Africa the net 
movement was outwards in both years, that in 1935 
(3,504) being substantially larger than in 1934 (1,889). 

The number of alien passengers arriving from British 
North America in 1985 exceeded the number who de- 
parted for that country by 625, as compared with an 
inward balance in 1934 of 960. 

An inward balance of 5,483 British passengers from 
the United States was recorded in 1935, as compared 
with an inward balance of 6,225 in 1934, and it may 
be noted that the net immigration of British sub- 
jects into the United Kingdom from the United 
States decreased by 439. The movement of alien 
passengers showed an outward balance of 1,305 in 1935 
as compared with an outward balance of 2,661 in 1934. 
An inward movement of alien passengers took place, 
as usual, in the June quarter, the number arriving in 
the United Kingdom from the United States exceeding 
the number who departed for that country by 6,700; 
in the September and December quarters there were 
outward balances of 5,204 and 2,639 alien passengers, 
respectively. The corresponding figures for 19384 were 
5,418 inward, and 5,871 and 1,502 outward, in the June, 
September and December quarters, respectively.

Deducting from the totals of British passengers 
recorded the number of those who are shown as 
migrants to places outside Europe and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea (including migrants to and from the Irish 
Free State who travelled via United Kingdom ports), 
the British subjects who may be regarded as travelling 
for business or pleasure in 1935 numbered 152,391 out- 
ward and 147,070 inward. The corresponding figures 
for 1934 were 156,659 outward and 148,521 inward. In- 
cluded in these totals are persons travelling on pleasure 
cruises to places out of Europe, who numbered about 
35,700 outward and 86,400 inward in 1935, the former 
number being some 8,900 and the latter 7,600 less 
than in the previous year. 

The following table contains a summary (in round 
numbers) of the information furnished in the passenger 
lists as to the country of last or future permanent resi- 
dence of persons travelling on business or for pleasure, 
4s well as in respect of those changing their permanent 
residence (i.e. emigrants and immigrants), but exclud-

It will be seen from the above table that of the total 
humbers of British subjects travelling on business or 
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for pleasure in 1935 about 36 per cent. had their per- 
manent residence in the United Kingdom, about 50 per 
cent. in other parts of the Empire overseas and about 
14 per cent. in foreign countries, the proportion of 
United Kingdom residents being greater than in 1934 
(33 per cent.). 

The deduction of the numbers of alien transmigrants 
and migrants from the total numbers of alien passen- 
gers to and from non-European countries shows that 
alien subjects who may be regarded as travelling from 
or to the United Kingdom for business or pleasure in 
1935 numbered about 53,900 outward and 49,500 in- 
ward. ‘The corresponding particulars for 1934 were 
46,900 and 41,000, respectively. Passengers, outward 
or homeward, who travelled indirectly via ports on the 
Continent or via ports of the Irish Free State are not 
included in these aggregates.

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Of the total of 425,299 passengers outward and 
inward in 1935, 41 per cent. were recorded at Sonth- 
ampton, 22 per cent. at London, and 18 per cent. at 
Liverpool, as compared with percentages of 37, 22 and 
21, respectively, in 1934. The number of passengers 
now using Southampton as their port of embarkation 
or arrival is over twice as great as the number com- 
mencing or terminating their voyages at Liverpool. 
In 1923 the ports were on an approximate equality in 
this respect. The recent decline in the relative import- 
ance of Liverpool is due in part to the practical cessa- 
tion of emigration to North America. Glasgow 
accounted for about 74 per cent. of the total in 1935 
and 8 per cent. in 19384. About 14 per cent. of the 
total number of inward passengers in 1935 disembarked 
at Plymouth, as compared with about 13 per cent. in 
1934. Of the numbers travelling on pleasure cruises to 
places outside Europe, about three-quarters in both 
years embarked at Southampton or Liverpool, and 
most of the remainder at London. 


Class of Travel.—The aggregate number of passen- 
gers (outward and inward) travelling in the first, 
second, tourist and third class represented about 314, 
17, 30} and 21 per cent., respectively, of the total 
traffic in 1935, as compared with 31}, 18, 253 and 25 
per cent., respectively, in 1934. It will be seen from 
these percentages, and from the table above, that the 
increase in the aggregate number of passengers carried 
was due to the substantially larger numbers travelling 
in the tourist class, the increase in this class being 
partly offset by a considerable reduction in the 
numbers travelling third class; in each case the change 
was primarily in respect of the inward traffic. There 
was an appreciable increase in the number of first class 
passengers.

The increase in first class travel was chiefly in the 
movement to and from the United States, India and 
Australia, and that in tourist class travel in respect of 
the movement to and from British South Africa and 
the United States. The figures for 1934 showed for 
the first time a number of tourist class passengers 
travelling to and from British South Africa, and the 
institution of this class of travel resulted in a reduction 
in the numbers travelling third class. The figures for 
1935 show that the tourist class has almost entirely 
taken the place of third class travel on this route. As 
in previous years, the proportion of third class passen- 
gers was small in the case of India (including Ceylon) 
and the groups ‘* Other Parts of the British Empire ” 
and ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries.”’ 


PASSENGERS TRAVELLING IN ForEIGN SHIPS 


Non-European Countries.—The number of outward 
and inward passengers (British and aliens) who 
travelled between the United Kingdom and places out- 
side Europe by vessels under foreign flags in 1935 was 
80,622, or 16-2 per cent. of the total passenger move- 
ment, as compared with 64,640 (13-2 per cent.) in 1934. 
Excluding persons travelling on pleasure cruises, the 
proportion carried by vessels under foreign flags was 
about 14 per cent. in 1983, 164 per cent. in 1934, and 
19 per cent. in 1935. The increase which has been 
taking place for a number of years in the proportion 
of passengers travelling in foreign ships—it was under 
8.per cent. ten years ago—has been due in part to an 
absolute decline, largely associated with the emigrant 
traffic, in the numbers travelling in British ships, and 
in part to some increased preference for travel in the 
large German and French liners. The numbers travel- 
ling by vessels under foreign flags in 1935 were over 
10,000 in excess of those for any year since 1927, the 
first year for which such particulars are available. 


The numbers carried in 1935 by vessels under the 
principal foreign flags, distinguishing the class of 
travel, are given in the following statement, which 
also shows the total number of passengers of each class 
who travelled by foreign vessels in 1934.

Of the total of 80,622 passengers shown in the above 
table for 1935 the traffic to and from the United States 
accounted for 60,998 (17,249 first class, 14,760 second 
dass, 21,247 tourist class and 7,742 third class), or 
38 per cent. of the total number of passengers carried 
between the United Kingdom and the United States. 
The corresponding total and proportion for 1934 was 
48,461 and 34 per cent. The remaining passengers on 
foreign vessels comprised 7,796 carried to or from 
foreign countries other than the United States, and 
11,828 carried to or from places within the Empire, 
these numbers comparing with 7,283 and 8,896, re- 
spectively, for 1934. As compared with the previous 
year, the number of passengers carried in foreign 
vessels increased by 15,982, or about 25 per cent. The 
numbers of passengers carried by German and French 
vessels were about 6,800 and 6,300 more in 1935 than 
in 1934. 


European Countries.—In a later paragraph particu- 
lars are given of the numbers of passengers travelling 
by sea between United Kingdom ports and the Con- 
tinent of Europe, these statistics including the move- 
ment to and from the Channel Islands and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. A classification of these passengers 
according to the nationality of the vessels shows that in 
1935 the numbers travelling in foreign ships repre- 
sented about 37-3 per cent. of the outward traffic and 
388 per cent. of the inward, the corresponding per- 
centages for 1934 being 33-7 and 35:3. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THE 
IRISH FREE STATE AND NON-EUROPEAN 
PORTS 


Information has been received from the Irish Free 
State Department of Industry and Commerce showing 
the particulars of the movement of passengers (and 
migrants) who embarked or arrived at ports in the 
Irish Free State, and a summary for 1935 is given 
below, with the corresponding particulars for 1934 :—

‘* Continent ’’; and the latter expression is used with 
that connotation throughout this section. It may be 
noted that the passenger movement, by ship direct, 
between the United Kingdom and ports on the Mediter- 
ranean and Black Sea is only about 1 per cent. of the 
total movement between the United Kingdom and the 
Continent, as above defined. Some information as to 
the passenger traffic with the Channel Islands is given 
below. 


The following table shows the number of passengers 
of all nationalities who left the United Kingdom for the 
Continent, and the number who arrived in the United 
Kingdom from the Continent, including the numbers 
travelling on pleasure cruises to the Mediterranean 
and to other parts of Europe, in each of the years 1933, 
1934 and 1935, distinguishing the number of persons 
who travelled by sea and by air, and showing the 
principal British ports of arrival and departure :—

The table shows that, in the traffic between the 
United Kingdom and the Continent, there was an 
excess inward of 29,713 passengers of all nationalities 
in 1935, as compared with inward balances of 33,265 
and 14,070, respectively, in 1934 and in 1933. The 
figures of arrivals and departures do not, of course, 
represent the number of individual passengers who 
arrived or departed, but show the total number of out- 
ward and inward voyages made by passengers in the 
course of the years mentioned. The figures also include 
the passages between the United Kingdom and Con- 
tinental ports of persons travelling between the United 
Kingdom and non-European countries via the Con- 
tinent (e.g. persons travelling to and from India via 
Marseilles, etc.), as well as the passages of persons 
travelling between the Continent and non-European 
countries via ports in the United Kingdom. 


The total number of passengers carried to and from 
the Continent by sea and air during 1935 (2,721,200) 
was about 267,300 (nearly 11 per cent.) more than the 
aggregate movement in 1934 and about 354,600 more 
than in 1933. The number of persons who travelled 
on British vessels on pleasure cruises to the Mediter- 
ranean and to European ports was between 61,000 and 
62,000 in both 1935 and 1934, these persons being

counted twice in the above aggregate. The number 
who travelled to and from the Continent by air in 
1935 showed an increase of about 18,600 outward and 
16,200 inward, or about 24 per cent. more than the 
number carried in 1934, thus constituting a new record. 

More than one-half of the total number of passen- 
gers, both inward and outward, in 1933, 1934 and 1935 
travelled in the third quarter; and about 78 per cent. 
of the total travelled in the period April to September. 


Traffic at Individual Ports.—The five ports on the 
English Channel which are separately specified in the 
above table accounted for about 66 per cent. of the 
entire passenger movement to and from the Continent 
in 1935, while nearly 28 per cent. of the outward and 
inward passengers embarked or disembarked at the 
port of Dover alone. Compared with 1934 there was 
a marked increase (143,400, or nearly 23 per cent.) at 
Dover, the movement to and from Ostend increasing 
from about 300,000 to 455,000. Other important in- 
creases were 28,600 at Folkestone and 17,000 at 
Harwich, while decreases were recorded at Liverpool 
(9,600) and London. The figure for ‘‘ other ’’ ports 
shows an increase of 65,100, mainly due to the in- 
creased number making day-trips to the Continent. 
The number of passengers who were carried to and 
from Calais and Boulogne via Dover and Folkestone 
showed a small decrease in 1935, as compared with 
1934, the figures being as follows :—

The number of passengers to the Channel Islands 
increased in 1932 and 1933, but in 1934 and again in 
1935 there was an appreciable decrease in the numbers 
embarking and disembarking at both Southampton and 
Weymouth. These decreases were partially offset by 
an expansion in the traffic by air. 


British and Alien Passengers.—The particulars fur- 
nished to the Board of Trade with regard to the pas- 
sengers to and from the Continent do not include infor- 
mation as to their nationality, but the annual statistics 
in respect of alien passengers which are prepared by 
the Home Office show the number of aliens travelling 
between the United Kingdom and European ports. 
From these figures it may be deduced that the move- 
ment to and from the Continent was made up approxi- 
mately as follows :—

The above figures include the traffic between the 
Isle of Man and the Irish Free State. As in the case 
of the traffic with the Continent, the passenger move- 
ment between the United Kingdom and the Irish Free 
State is inclusive of persons travelling between the 
Irish Free State and other countries via United King- 
dom ports. The movement over the land frontier 
between Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State is 
—— in the returns made to the Board of 

‘rade. 


The table shows an increase of about 76,200 in the 
aggregate number of passengers travelling by sea 
between the Irish Free State and the United Kingdom 
during 1935, as compared with the movement in 1934. 
It also indicates that in 1935 the number of passengers 
who travelled by sea from the Irish Free State to the 
United Kingdom exceeded those who travelled in the 
reverse direction by about 17,000. There is always a 
movement in this direction, but the balance recorded 
for 1935 is larger than in any year since 1927. 


Traffic at Individual Ports.—Of the aggregate move- 
ment in 1935 about 55 per cent. of the passengers 
travelled via Holyhead, about 20} and 14} per cent. 
via Liverpool and Fishguard, respectively, and about 
5 per cent. via Glasgow (including Greenock), these 
percentages showing small decreases as compared with 
1934 in the movement at Holyhead and Glasgow, and 
small increases in the traffic via Liverpool and Fish- 
guard. 


Nationality of Passengers.—The particulars which 
are furnished to the Board of Trade in respect of passen- 
gers to and from the Irish Free State do not include 
information as to their nationality. The great majority 
are, no doubt, British subjects.

EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 
Britiso Micrants 


Tables II and III, on pages 347 and 348, show 
the numbers of British subjects who emigrated from, 
and immigrated into, the United Kingdom in each 
quarter of 1934 and 1935. The table includes separate 
particulars in respect of England, Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, as well as of the principal overseas 
countries concerned. 


The numbers of British subjects recorded as leaving 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom to take 
up permanent residence in non-European countries 
were 29,781 in 1935, 29,230 in 1934 and 26,256 in 1933. 
Residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. Those 
British subjects who were recorded as leaving per- 
manent residence in non-European countries to take up 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom numbered 
46,244 in 1935, 49,843 in 1934 and 59,324 in 1933. 
Thus the total of emigrants was more in 1935 than in 
1934 by 551, and the total of immigrants was less by 
3,599, aliens being omitted in both comparisons. 


ToraL EMIGRATION TO AND IMMIGRATION FROM 
PARTICULAR DESTINATIONS 


The movement of British emigrants to the Empire 
as a whole showed an increase of 1,290 during 1935 as 
compared with 1934, larger numbers being recorded for 
British South Africa (1,602) and New Zealand (249). 
There were decreases in the numbers shown as emigrat- 
ing to the United States, and to the miscellaneous 
groups of Other British and Other Foreign Countries. 


_ Of the reduction of 3,599 in the number of British 
immigrants as compared with 1934, the movement 
from Empire countries accounted for 3,061, and 
that from the United States for 877. The most 
Important decreases were in the numbers from British 
North America (2,416) and Australia (794), while there 
were smaller increases in the numbers returning from 
New Zealand (281) and India (279). 


Net Micration BETWEEN THE UnrtteD KINGDOM AND 
PARTICULAR DESTINATIONS 


An excess of British immigrants over emigrants 
numbering 16,463 was recorded in 1935, as compared 
with a net excess of 20,613 British immigrants in 1934. 
The excess movement from each of the principal 
countries concerned, distinguished males, females and 
children under 12, is shown in the following table.

Among adult emigrants (persons of 12 years of age 
and over), females exceeded males by 2,989 in 1935, the 
corresponding excess in 1934 being 2,810. Females 
formed about 56 per cent. of the total number of 
emigrants in both 1934 and 1935. Of the adult immi- 
grants females exceeded males by 4,180 in 1935, as 
compared with 3,511 in 1934, the proportion of adult 
females to total adults being 55 per cent. in the later 
and 54 per cent. in the earlier year.

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been an increase in the autumn (August to November) 
in the number of persons leaving this country to reside 
abroad for a period of more than twelve months, while 
the return movement to this country has been, as 
usual, greatest in the month of May. 

As compared with 1934, emigration was greater in 
the first quarter by nearly 900—over half the increased 
number going to British South Africa—somewhat 
smaller in the second and third quarters, while in the 
fourth quarter the numbers were much the same in 
each year. Immigration was smaller in 1935 than in 
1934 in each month except May and July, the reduc- 
tions being greatest in March and June. 


MicRATION MOVEMENT TO AND FROM THE IRISH FREE 
STATE 


The British emigrants from and immigrants into 
the Irish Free State, who travelled to or from non- 
European countries via ports of the United Kingdom 
numbered 716 and 675, respectively, during 1935; the 
numbers for 1934 were 737 outward and 835 inward. 
Such migrants are not included in the figures of 
emigrants and immigrants shown in Tables II and III, 
which relate to British subjects emigrating from or 
immigrating into the United Kingdom. In addition, 
account must be taken of British migrants embarking 
or arriving at ports in the Irish Free State, the great 
majority of whom are in course of leaving or taking 
up residence in the Irish Free State. The particulars 
iunished by the Irish Free State Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce show that the British emigrants 
embarking at ports in the Irish Free State during 1935 
numbered 821 (of whom 299 gave the United States as 
their destination), and the British immigrants into 
such ports numbered 978 (including 955 from the 
United States). The comparative figures for 1934 
were 299 emigrants (289 to the United States) and 
929 immigrants (892 from the United States). 


PERSONS OF British NATIONALITY REJECTED OR 
DEPORTED 


According to returns furnished voluntarily to the 
Board of Trade by the principal steamship companies, 
the number of British subjects among those passengers 
from the United Kingdom to places outside Europe 
who were sent back during 1935 by the authorities of 
the countries concerned was 276, compared with 860 
in 1934. Of the total number in 1935, 202 were adult 
males, 48 were adult females, and 26 were children 
under twelve years of age. The Canadian and United 
States authorities sent back 104 and 153 _ persons, 
respectively, during 1935. The reasons given for the 
rejection or deportation of the majority of these 
persons were either that they were ‘‘ paupers,’’ or 
“likely to become a public charge,’’ or criminals, or 
that they had made an illegal entry into the country, 
or were in possession of expired visas. Of the 153 
persons rejected or deported by the United States 
authorities, 84 were stated to be likely to become a 
public charge, and 49 were included in the last-named 
category, and of the 104 persons sent back from Canada 
44 were stated to be paupers or likely to become a 
public charge, and 85 criminals. It has also been 
ascertained that, in addition to the persons above- 
mentioned, a number of persons of British nationality 
who were desirous of returning to their native country, 
but were without the necessary means, were granted 
“assisted passages ’’ to this country by the United 
States Immigration Authorities during 1934 and 1935. 


ALIEN EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS 


In the movement between the United Kingdom and 
non-European countries, there was a balance outward 
of 3,680 aliens in 1935, as compared with an outward 
balance of 3,691 in 1934, the movement in each direc- 
tion consisting mainly of aliens passing through the 
United Kingdom in transit to other countries. As

regards aliens leaving or taking up residence in this 
country, the returns for 1984 and 1935 show that 
1,140 and 1,189 aliens, respectively, left permanent 
residence in the United Kingdom to take up permanent 
residence in countries outside Europe, while 1,725 
aliens in 1934 and 1,718 aliens in 1935 were recorded as 
leaving permanent residence in such countries to take 
up permanent residence in the United Kingdom. As 
with the British migrants, residence for a year or more 
is treated as permanent residence for the purpose of 
this classification. About 33 per cent. of the above- 
mentioned number of alien emigrants from the United 
Kingdom in 1935 were shown as changing their per- 
manent residence to the United States and 50 per cent. 
to other foreign countries. Of the alien immigrants 
in 1935 about 43 per cent. arrived from the United 
States and about 43 per cent, from other foreign 
countries,

ANGLO-HUNGARIAN PAYMENTS 
AGREEMENT 


With further reference to the above Agreement, which 
came into force on February 1, the Department of Over. 
seas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, §.W.1, have 
issued a Circular (C. 4690) in the course of which they 
state that it is important for United Kingdom traders 
to notice that under the provisions of Article 2 (2) cer- 
tificates of origin issued by a Chamber of Commerce or 
other competent authority in the United Kingdom will 
be required in respect of United Kingdom goods 
shipped after March 1, 1936, and that these certificates 
must be delivered to the Hungarian National Bank 
before sterling is allocated out of the Sterling Alloca- 
tions under the Agreement. One certificate will suffice 
for both Customs and National Bank purposes. 

Import licences are required for the greater majority 
of the categories of goods under which exports of 
United Kingdom goods are classified. The United 
Kingdom exporter should satisfy himself that his cus- 
tomer in Hungary is in possession of the requisite 
import licence before shipment of goods takes place. 
It should also be borne in mind that a premium of 
53 per cent. above the official rate is required for allot- 
ments of sterling, and there should be a clear under- 
standing with the importer as to payment of the neces 
sary amount in pengds to secure full liquidation in 
sterling. 

Norre.—The main provisions of the Agreement were 
given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of February 13 (puges 241-2), 
and the full text of the Agreement is published by 
H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway. 
London, W.C.2, under the title of ‘‘ Anglo-Hungarian 
Payments Agreement.”’ 


ANGLO-SPANISH PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


In a Circular (C. 4670) issued by the Department of 
Overseas Trade on January 11 it was stated that the 
Spanish debtor will pay the full sterling amount due, 
it having been provided in the Agreement that ‘‘ any 
difference of exchange between the day preceding the 
day of deposit and the day or days of transfer will be 
credited or debited to the debtor in Spain.’’ 

Certain difficulties arose in arranging for the actual 
carrying out of this provision, and a Decree has there- 
fore been issued the effect of which is to transfer the 
exchange risk from the individual debtor to the Centro 
de Contratacién de Monedo, the debtor being required 
to increase his deposit of pesetas by 1 per cent. 98 & 
premium for the exchange insurance granted. 

The scheme applies to deposits already made as well 
as future deposits. When the required sum in pesetas 
plus the premium has been deposited, the debtor 18 
free of further liability, the Centro covering any &%- 
change difference which may arise. 
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IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
pOX AND WILLOW CALF, ETC., LEATHER 


Additional Import Duties (No. 3) Order, 1936 (S.R. 
& 0., 1936, No. 153), which has been made by the 
Treasury under the Import Duties Act, 1932, imposes 
a further duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem, making a 
total duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem, on box and 
willow calf and other similar dressed leathers if im- 
ported in skins or pieces weighing less than 4 lbs. each. 


The Order, together with the recommendation of the 
Import Duties Advisory Committee to which it gives 
effect, is published as Cmd. 5108 by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


In their report the Committee state that their 
recommendation is made as a temporary measure in 
the interests of the home tanners of box and willow 
calf leather, the marketing of whose product is being 
seriously prejudiced by reason of intense competition 
at greatly reduced prices on the part of certain export- 
ing countries. 


The Committee recognise that a duty of 30 per cent. 
is justified on materials of the nature covered by their 
report only in exceptional circumstances, and they 
propose to review the situation from time to time in 
the light of the trend of prices of foreign box and 
willow calf leather and of the position of the home 
tanning industry. 


The Order takes effect from to-day, Thursday, 
March 5, 1936. 


WET SALTED SPLIT FISH 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 2) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1986, No. 109), amending as from February 24, 1936, 
the existing scheme of drawback in respect of wet 
salted split fish used in the manufacture of dried salted 
fish. The scheme as amended differentiates between 
saithe and other fish.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
NOVEMBER, 1935 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of November 
and the four weeks ended November 30, 1935, published by 
the Minister of Transport, show that the total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season-ticket holders) taken 
on all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the month 
of November, 1935, was 99,914,077, an increase compared 
with November, 1934, of 4,365,763, or 4-6 per cent. The 
journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 
3,992,897, and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
372,866. The receipts from passengers (excluding season- 
ticket holders) showed an advance of £116,050, or 3-7 per 
cent. If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an increase in 
journeys of 3,515,326 or 5:7 per cent., and a rise in receipts 
of £104,993, or 3-9 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £74,372 more than in November, 1934. 
For the four weeks ended November 30, 1935, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 533,131, as compared with 
the four weeks ended December 1, 1934. 


Goons TRAFFIO 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended November 30, 1935, 
was 23,340,671, an increase compared with the correspond- 
ing four weeks of 1934 of 620,704 tons, or 2:7 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,443,504, an increase

Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, February 22.—Showers have fallen in the Circars 
and the Carnatic. Standing crops generally are in fair 
condition, except in Nellore and Ramnad, where paddy 
has been adversely affected owing to want of water supply. 


Bihar and Orissa, February 25.—Rain has been general 
in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, Patna and Darbhanga. No rain 
has fallen in Saran and Purnea. Sugarcane is in fair con- 
dition. The threshing of winter rice is progressing. Rabi 
is unsatisfactory in Gaya and the Santhal Perganas. 

Punjab, February 24.—Rainfall has been general ; the 
maximum was 1-77 inches, registered at Sialkot, and the 
minimum 0-03 inch, in the Ambala District. The rain has 
been beneficial to standing crops, but more is needed. 
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Standing crops generally show no change, but some damage 
by hailstorms is reported in Gurgaon and by white ants in 
Ambala. 


Central Provinces, February 22.—Cloudy weather and 
light showers have been experienced. The harvesting of 
wheat, linseed and minor crops is progressing. Cotton pick- 
ing is nearly over. 

Bengal, February 26.—Light to moderate rain has fallen 
in East Bengal ; elsewhere rainfall has been scattered. Crop 
prospects are fair in the east of the province, but unsatis- 
factory in the west and north owing to the continued 
drought. 


Assam, February 2.—The weather has been seasonable. 
The outturn and prospects are fair.—Trade Commissioner 
for India in London.

According to the local press, the surplus available for ex- 
port, including carry-over from the 1934-35 rice crop year, 
is estimated at 40,100,000 piculs of paddy, which is equiva- 
lent to 30,025,000 piculs, or about 1,800,000 metric tons, of 
rice aud rice products. 


The surplus available for export from the 1935-36 crop 
year is estimated at 42,280,000 piculs of paddy, which is 
equivalent to 31,710,000 piculs, or about 1,900,000 metric 
tons, of rice and rice products. 


Sarcon’s Rice Exports 


For the year 1935 exports of rice from Saigon totalled 
1,710,000 tons, as compared with 1,575,500 tons in 1934. 
The 1935 figures constitute a record, the previous highest 
being 1,666,000 tons in 1928. The best markets were Hong 
Kong and China, while France took only 236,000 tons, as 
compared with 699,000 tons in 1934.

GERMANY—ROUMANIA 


TREATY OF SETTLEMENT, COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION 


H.M. Representative at Berlin has forwarded a translation 
of the Treaty of Settlement, Commerce and Navigation 
between Germany and Roumania which was signed on 
March 23, 1935. The Agreement came into force on April 1, 
1935, and will remain in force for a period of two years 
from that date, and if not cancelled six months before the 
expiration of that period, it shall be considered as in- 
definitely prolonged. 
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(OMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued 
GERMANY—ROUMANIA—Continued 


Under the Treaty the subjects of each Party are to be 
accorded most-favoured-nation treatment as regards entry, 
travel and residence in the territory of the other, and to be 
permitted to engage in industry and commerce, provided 
they conform to the laws of that country. In general, they 
will enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment as regards the 
acquisition, possession and disposal of property, movable 
and immovable, also in matters of taxation, legal and 
judicial matters, and they shall not be subjected to any 
other or more onerous general or local restrictions or imposts 
of any kind than nationals of the most favoured foreign 
country. 


Companies legally constituted in the territory of either 
Party are permitted to carry on business in the territory of 
the other and to acquire and possess property, most- 
favoured-nation treatment being accorded generally and 
national treatment as regards taxation matters. 


Subject to the usual exceptions, no prohibitions or re- 
srictions are to be imposed on the importation or exporta- 
tion of the goods of either Party. 


Goods of each of the Parties, on importation into the 
territory of the other, as well as upon exportation to the 
territory of the other Party, shall be treated on the most- 
favoured-nation principle as regards the amount, collection 
and depositing of duties and imposts, as well as all Customs 
formalities. The production of certificates of origin is not 
normally to be required in respect of goods imported into 
the territory of one Party from the territory of the other. 


Provision is made for the transport of passengers and 
their luggage on the railways of the two contracting parties, 
and in all questions on international railway traffic the 
contracting parties. agree to conform generally to the pro- 
visions of the agreement and statute on free transit traffic 
concluded at Barcelona on April 20, 1921, and to the pro- 
visions of the International Railways Convention signed at 
Geneva on December 9, 1923. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
io the ships and cargoes of each Party in the maritime 
waters of the other, subject to the usual exceptions in re- 
spect of national fishing industries, etc. The provisions 
of this Agreement do not apply to coastal navigation or to 
navigation on inland waterways. The contracting parties, 
however, grant each other most-favoured-nation treatment 
jor navigation on inland waterways as regards all privileges 
and treatment which the two contracting parties accord to 
the vessels of a third country, with the exception of those 
neighbouring countries with which either of the two con- 
tracting parties has a joint inland waterways system. 


In as far as the provisions of this Treaty refer to re- 
ciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment, they shall not be 
applicable to: — 

(a) Special privileges accorded by one of the contract- 
ing parties to an adjoining country for facilitat- 
ing frontier traffic. 

(b) Engagements entered into by one of the contracting 
parties under a Customs Union. 

(c) Privileges granted under agreement by one of the 
contracting parties to another country, in order 
to adjust inland and foreign taxation, or to 
ensure legal protection and assistance in connec- 
tion with taxation. 

(d) Privileges granted by one of the contracting parties 
to a third country exclusively on the strength of 
treaties of general importance, which all countries 
are at liberty to join and which have been con- 
cluded after the entry into force of this Treaty, 
unless the other contracting party grants the 
same facilities, 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA— 
NETHERLANDS 


TRADE AGREEMENT 


An outline will be given in next week’s issue of the 
“B.T.J.”” of the terms of the Trade Agreement which re- 
cently came into force between these two countries. The 
Agreement, which provides generally for mutual uncon- 
ditional most-favoured-nation treatment of import duties, 
is to remain in force until January 1, 1939,' thereafter 
becoming subject to six months’ notice of denunciation.

DEFINITION OF DIABETIC FOODS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada has for- 
warded to the Board of Trade a copy of Memorandum Series 
D No. 24, issued by the Department of National Revenue, 
which states that under Section VIII, item 7, of the Regu- 
lations under the Food and Drugs Act, diabetic foods are 
defined as follows :— 


“‘ Diabetic foods offered for sale as breads, biscuits, 
cakes or otherwise shall contain not more than one-half 
as much glycogenic carbohydrates as the normal food 
of the same class.” 


Before any products are permitted entry under Tariff 
item 65a, it will be necessary to submit samples to the 
Department of National Revenue for a ruling as to classifi- 
cation. 


Tariff item 65a reads as follows :— 


‘‘ Diabetic breads and biscuits under regulations of the 
Department of Health: Free (British Preferential 
Rate); 74 per cent. ad valorem (Intermediate Rate), 
and 10 per cent. ad valorem (General Rate).”’ 


CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TEXTILES QUOTAS 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.” of Janu- 
ary 16 (page 112) under the above heading, the description 
of goods to which the quotas apply should be amended to 
read ‘‘ piece-goods containing 50 per cent. or more of cotton, 
silk or artificial silk, or of cotton, silk or artificial silk 
combined.”’

Name plates, number plates, and indicator plates 
not otherwise liable to duty. 

Fire grates, ranges, stoves (other than stoves 
primarily adapted for use for heating water in 
connection with hot-water circulating systems), 
and mantel registers, and also component parts 
of any such articles, but excluding any such 
articles heated by electricity, gas or oil. 

Chimney-pieces and mantelpieces and component 
parts thereof. 

Pots, pans, and kettles of all descriptions suit- 
able for domestic or household use and com- 
ponent parts of any such articles. 

Glue pots and glue cups.

(b) A Customs duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem on covers 
for pots, pans, and kettles of any description suit- 
able for domestic or household use (whether com- 
pletely or partially manufactured) made wholly or 
mainly of iron or steel. 

(c) A Customs duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem, in lieu 
of the former duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem, on 
cast-iron manufactures of the following descrip- 
tions :— 

Articles which are, in the opinion of the Revenue 
Commissioners, primarily intended for use in 
the feeding or watering of animals or birds. 

Capstans and component parts thereof and 
bollards. 

Coal-savers and false bottoms for grates, ranges 
or other fireplaces. 

Connections which, in the opinion of the Revenue 
Commissioners, are of a kind suitable for use 
in relation to underground gas pipes, water 
pipes or sewage pipes and are, at every open- 
ing, of an internal diameter of not less than 
three inches and not more than fifteen inches, 
but excluding any such connections which are, 
at two or more openings, constructed for join- 
ing by means of bolts or studs.

(Quota No. 3, Fifth Period) Order, 1936,’’ made by the Irish 
Free State Executive Council on February 28, which 
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appoints the period April 1 to September 30, 1936, as the 
‘‘ fifth period ’’ under the original Order relating to quotas 
on boots and shoes other than rubber, and fixes the quota 
for that period at 640,000 articles. 


QUOTA ON CEMENT 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 30) Order, 1936,’’ made by the Irish 
Free State Executive Council on February 28, which pro- 
hibits, as from February 29, 1936, the importation into the 
Irish Free State, except under licence, of Roman cement, 
Portland cement or any other hydraulic cement. 

The first quota period under the Order will commence on 
March 30, 1936

MAURITIUS 
AMENDMENT TO PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 

The ‘‘ Mauritius Gazette ’’ of December 7, 1935, contains 
a copy of Government Notice No. 67, dated December 6, 
1935, which provides that the following goods shall not be 
deemed to be of Empire manufacture unless the final pro- 
cess of manufacture takes place within the Empire and the 
goods contain at least 75 per cent. of Empire labour and 
material in the factory or works costs* :— 

‘* Optical glass and optical elements whether finished or 
not, microscopes, field and opera glasses, theodolites, sex- 
tants, spectroscopes, and other optical instruments and 
component parts thereof.”’ 


FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
VALUATION FOR CUSTOMS DUTY OF 
SALICYLIC ACID 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Decree 
issued by the Argentine Government on August 19, 1935, 
and published in the ‘‘ Boletin Oficial ’? of November 29, 
1935, which provides that salicylic acid imported for further 
manufacture in Argentina must be denatured with at least 2 
per cent. of carbon (or with an appropriate percentage of 
some other denaturing agent accepted by the Argentine 
National Chemistry Office) in order to qualify for assess- 
ment at the lower Customs Tariff valuation of 0-50 gold 
pesos per kilo. fixed by Decree No. 127 of July 21, 1931. 

The valuation for other salicylic acid, which is covered 
by Item No.2808 of the Customs Tariff, is 3-20 gold pesos 
per kilo. net. The rate of duty levied on the above valua- 
tions is 82 per cent., plus the temporary surcharge of 
10 per cent.

BRAZIL 
COMPOSITION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has reported a decision of the Brazilian Minister of 
Finance which provides that, in order to be imported into 
Brazil alcoholic beverages must be carefully rectified so that 
they have a maximum content of 3 parts per 1,000 of higher 
alcohols, based on the alcoholic content of the respective 
product. 





*For the purposes of claiming preference on goods of all 
kinds the term factory or works costs shall be held to include :— 
(i) The cost of materials as received into factory but not 
including Customs or Excise or other duty paid or payable 
in respect of such materials in the Empire; 
(ii) Manufacturing wages ; 
(iii) Factory overhead expenses ;

CHILE 
IMPORTATION OF SACCHARIN 


H.M. Representative at Santiago has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree, published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ”’ of 
January 16, relating to the importation into and sale in 
Chile of saccharin and other synthetic sweetening matter. 


The new regulations do not materially affect the existing 
position regarding the importation of synthetic sweetening 
products which have been subject to official control since 
1920, but it is now provided that a single document will be 
issued to serve both as import permit and buying licence, 
which have, hitherto, been required for the importation of 
saccharin, etc., into Chile. It is also provided that retail 
sales of saccharin and similar products shall be made only 
in quantities not exceeding 50 grammes and in uniform con- 
tainers. 


Synthetic sweetening products are defined as meaning 
chemical preparations which sweeten but which do not 
possess any nutritive value. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
SUPPLEMENTARY DUTIES ON GRAIN

The Law of July 2, 1935, for the control of the trade in 
milk and fatty products provided for the prohibition of the 
import into France of certain products, including oleines 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 11 last, page 71).

IMPORT OF SOLID MINERAL FUELS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of Decem- 
ber 12 last (page 829), regarding the quotas for the import 
of solid mineral fuels into France, it should be noted that 
the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of March 1 announces that 
during March the quota will be on the same basis as during 
February.

MANCHURIA 
REGULATIONS UNDER THE EXCHANGE 
CONTROL LAW 


In the ‘ B.T.J.” of January 16 (page 116) particulars 
were published of the Manchurian Exchange Control Law. 
The Board of Trade have received a translation of an Order 
which prescribes detailed regulations for the application of 
the Law; the more important provisions of the Order, which 
contains twenty articles, are given below :— 

Except when it is necessary for commercial dealings, or 
when there is an actual requirement, the sale or purchase of 
foreign currency or foreign exchange, with the object of 
profiting by fluctuations in the exchange rates of Man- 
churian currency or currency based on Japanese legislation, 
shall not be permitted. In the foregoing clause ‘“‘ foreign 
currency ’’ includes bonds; throughout this Order the ex- 
pression ‘‘ foreign exchange ’’ is deemed to include bills of 
exchange, cheques, telegraphic transfers and postal orders 
directed to or from a place abroad (including the Kwantung 
Leased Territory). (Art. 1). 


Except when the permission of the Minister of Finance 
has been obtained, the undermentioned dealings and actions 
shall not be permitted, provided that this shall not apply in 
the case of remittances to Japan or the Kwantung Leased 
Territory or of payments made in Manchuria in consequence 
of contracts made in those areas : — 

(i) The purchase of foreign currency (excluding cur- 
rency based on Japanese legislation) or foreign 
exchange with Manchurian currency or currency 
based on Japanese legislation (foreign currency 
includes bonds) ; 

(ii) the remittance of money abroad; 

(iii) payments made in Manchuria in consequence of 

contracts made abroad (Art 2).

Irrespective of the provisions of the foregoing Article, 
the permission of the Minister of Finance shall not be 
necessary in the undermentioned circumstances : — 

(i) when necessary in connection with the import oj 
goods from, or the export of goods to, foreign 
countries ; 

(ii) when necessary in connection with the remittance 
of the principal or interest of loans, bonds, ad. 
vances, or deposits, the dividends on shares, or 
other similar profits to persons resident abroad 
having the right to such payments; 

(ili) when necessary in order that a person about to 
travel abroad may take with him money fq 
travelling expenses for one year; 

(iv) when necessary in connection with the remittanc 
to a person travelling or resident abroad of 
travelling expenses, salary, wages, allowance, edu. 
cation expenses, or other similar payment to be 
applied to one year’s requirements, or in connec. 
tion with living expenses, to be applied to one 
year’s requirements sent by a person member 
of whose family are resident abroad; 

(v) when carried out on official business or based on 
official needs (Art. 3). 


Except when the permission of the Minister of Financ 
has been obtained foreign currency (excluding currency 
based on Japanese legislation) may not be imported (Art. 7), 

Except when the permission of the Minister of Finance 
has been obtained gold bullion (including gold dust), gold 
alloys, objects made principally from gold, foreign silver 
currency (including silver currency based on Japanese legis. 
lation), or silver bullion may not be exported (Art. 8). 

Except when the permission of the Minister of Finance 
has been obtained, bonds in foreign currency (excluding 
currency on Japanese legislation) may not be issued in 
Manchuria, and deposits or contracts to lend or borrow 
money may not be made in such currency (Art. 10). 

Except when the permission of the Minister of Finance 
has been obtained, securities expressed in terms of foreign 
currency (excluding currency based on Japanese legislation) 
may not be bought or sold in Manchuria (Art. 11). 


A further Order dealing with the procedure to be fol- 
lowed in carrying out the regulations has also been received.

POLAND 


CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF WORN TEXTILE 
GOODS, RAGS, WASTE YARNS, ETC. 


The Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that a 
Ministerial Circular, published on February 7, 1986, permits 
the tearing, under Customs control, of certain textile 
materials imported for use as raw materials for the textile 
industry, if, on importation, they are not in conformity 
with Polish regulations. 

The materials in question comprise any kind of worn 
textile goods, including knitted fabrics; pieces of fabric 
not corresponding to the size (viz., not more than 1 metre 
long or 4 cm. wide) specified under Tariff No. 719 (1); 
strands of combed wool over 50 cm. long; and damaged 
cotton or woollen yarns. 

Tearing may be done by chopping, cutting, ripping, etc., 
with the aid of machines or tools, and, providing the 
materials are sufficiently torn, they will be ‘cleared through 
the Customs under Nos. 590 (1), 606 (1) or 719 (1) of the 
Polish Tariff, according to kind. 

Old textile goods, which, even after cleaning and repair, 
would be unsuitable for any purpose other than as a textile 

raw material, need not be torn. 


POLAND—UNITED KINGDOM TRADE 
AGREEMENT 


APPLICATION OF CONVENTIONAL DUTIES T0 
WOOLLEN TISSUES 


The Trade Agreement with Poland, signed on Febru- 
ary 27, 1935 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of March 7, 1935, pages 338 
and 414), accorded specially reduced rates of duty, viz.: 
935, 1,200 and 1,600 zlote per 100 kilogs., according to the 
weight of the cloth, in respect of woollen tissues (except 
those printed after weaving) with warp of combed wool yarn 
and weft of carded wool yarn, or vice versa. 

A Polish Ministerial Circular, dated January 25, 1936, 
and effective as from February 11, 1936, explains that these 
lower rates are to be applied also when the warp or the weft 
is made not only entirely, but also partly from combed yar®.

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Exhibitions and Fairs 


THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1936 


There seems to be every justification for saying 
that the British Industries Fair in 1936 has been a 
success; the business done and the enquiries received 
have generally exceeded the most sanguine expecta- 
tions. 

Enquiries at Olympia have been plentiful and cover 
a unique range of goods. In certain cases orders have 
been astonishing. For instance, a well-known firm of 
shaving-brush manufacturers state that they have 
received excellent orders from foreign countries, in- 
cluding Poland and Germany, and that it is the best 
year they can remember as exhibitors. An important 
perfumery company state that they have received good 
orders from overseas buyers. 

A representative of an important firm of chemical 
manufacturers received many overseas inquiries above 
the average. Record business was done by many firms 
and there was universal satisfaction at the results 
obtained. 

The Engineering and Hardware Section at Birming- 
ham has been one of the most outstandingly successful 
since that Section was inaugurated in 1920, and the 
results have reached a level which will make them a 
measure for comparison in future years. Last year 
this Section of the Fair was held in May, instead of, as 
usual, simultaneously with the remainder of the Fair 
in London in February, but this year the decision of 
the Birmingham Authorities to hold their Section of 
the Fair in February has proved without doubt to be 
the best arrangement. 

Overseas visitors visited Birmingham in larger 
numbers than last year, and the view among exhibitors 
that the Engineering and. Hardware Section has been 
more successful is widespread. Large orders have been 
placed in almost every trade group, and during the 
next few months much business which was initiated at 
the Fair will be translated into contracts. 

The Textiles Section of the Fair at the White City 
has also proved successful, and the results of the 1936 
Fair far exceed those secured in 1935. Many exhibitors 
state that the overseas business has been the best that 
thy have ever experienced at any Fair. 

The volume of serious enquiries received in the 
Furniture Section at the White City was reported to 
have been definitely better than in 1935 and orders, 
though in some cases individually smaller, were more 
numerous than last year. 

The total number of visitors to the Fair was 308,406 
compared with 299,737 in 1935.
